CALGARY, June 12—The fed- 
eral government is going to carry 
on its assistance to the provinces 
in financing unemployment re. 
lief after June 15, Mayor Andrew 
Davison gave it as his opinion at 
a council meeting last night. 

“{ have no authority to make 
that statement,” the mayor said, 
“but if they are wise they will 
carry on and I think they will.” 

After a long and stormy sessio; 

during which the council canvassed 
the relief situation from every 
angle, including throwing responsi. 
bility on the senior governments 
and the possibility of repudiating 
debentures, a resolution was finally 
passed reaffirming the present sca\: 
of relief in Calgary and requesting 
the mayor to press for assistance as 
formerly from the senior govern- 
ments, 

Suggestion Calgary repudiate 
its debentures and use the money 
saved to pay for relief was re- 
ferred to the city solicitor, who 
said the banks would probably 
“close down” on the city and ap- 
point a receiver. 


FACING AN IMPASSE 

Mayor Davison told the aldermer 
the city would not have the money 
if it was expected to pay the dif. 
ference between the rates sct out in 
a report of the advisory council! of 
the Alberta legisiature and the city 
rates and also shoulder the $40,000 
a month that the Dominion had 
been paying. He suggested a com- 
mittee be named to meet Premier 
J. E. Brownlee at an early date and 
reopen negotiations. The council 
adjourned without appointing the 
committee. 

The council defeated a proposal 
to approve the schedule set up by 
the advisory council, but also 
turned down a motion to throw the 
whole responsibility for unemploy- 
ment relief on the senior govern- 
ments if the advisory council's 
rates were not revised to the 
amount of Calgary’s present rate 
before July 1. 


CALGARY A “SANTA CLAUS” 

The feeling was expressed by 
several aldermen that the senior

| lief for Calgaty. Calgary had Ren

RESTORATION BETTER THAN 
RELIEF 

Congress is giving President Roosevelt 
$525,000,000 for a “drought relief program”; 
$125,000,000 for work schemes and human 
relief; $75,000,000 for the purchase of live stock; 
$100,000,000 for “processing” cattle and dis- 
tributing the meat; $100,000,000 for loans to 
farmers with which to purchase feed; $50,000,- 
000 for work camps for young men; $25,000,000 
for the purchase of seed for next year’s crop; 
$50,000,000 with which to buy non-productive 
farms and re-locate their owners in better- 
watered districts. 

The drought in the central states is some- 
thing real, as real as that which has afflicted 
the central and southern section of the prairie 
provinces. But there are two important differ- 
ences, In Canada’s “dry belt” the drought has 
lasted for five years. And the Government of 
the United States is putting five times as much 
money and energy into fighting the one year 
drought as the Government of Canada has spent 
combatting the five year “dry spell.” 

The last item in the list of Washington's 
plans, cited above, is of particular interest. Mr. 
Roosevelt is not content to maintain farm 
families in circumstances which give them little 
chance to ever become self-supporting. He is 
going to buy their sterile farms and help them 
to get located on Jand that can be depended on 
to produce crops. 

It would pay Canada to do the same thing, 
and thus clear the way to return the “semi- 
arid” belt to the productive capacity it had 
when the whites came and of which they have 
robbed it. The net result of the attempt to 
make that an agricultural region has been to 
change natural pasture-land into desert. If it 
is going to be changed back into range, and 
made to grow cattle, the settlers should be 
bought out and moved out. The alternative is 
to let them starve out, and meantime fritter 
away public money in relief which does them 
no permanent good. 


LET BAD ENOUGH ALONE 


when 


Premier Bennett was on solid ground 


he told the Canadian Manufacturers’ clas 
tion there is need of better understanding be- 
tween the eastern and western sections of 
Canada. There can be no doubt of that, and 


better feeling is needed even more than better 
understanding. 

But he added this curious homily: “Unless 
we pass through a crucible, emerging better and 
nobler and with higher aspirations and a clearer 
view of the obligations of brotherhood—then 
our sufferings have been in vain.” 

Canadians have no need to be told they 
have been in a “crucible,” and still are. They 
know that only too well. But that they have 
emerged or are emerging “better and nobler 
and with higher aspirations” is sheer nonsense. 

A man who has lost his all because no hand 
was raised to stay the course of controllable 
deflation is not thereby morally improved. The 
man whose “aspirations’ have shrunk to a 
glimmer of hope that he may some day be able 
to work off the accumulation of debts and taxes 
imposed upon his farm or home because noth- 
ing was done to stay the downward rus! 
prices or give him a job, is in no sense “: 
than he was five years ago when he had a 
steady and sufficient income 

The ethical result of throwing the nation 
into the man-made “crucible” known as the 
depression has not been the sprouting of wings 
and the distribution of halos among Canadians 
The “obligations” of which they have been made 
conscious are not those of brotherhood, but 
those which require them to dig up $425,000,000 
a year to pay interest to war profiteers and 
other private parties who have been given an 
unearned and undeserved perpetual mortgage 
on the earnings of the taxpayers. 

Canadians have suffered enough during the 
Jast four years without being told it was all for 
their own good. To tell them they needed to 
be boiled in the “crucible” for the improvement 
of their morals or the salvation of their souls is 
adding insult to injury by perversion of the 
known facts. 


RATIONING NOT WANTED 

Those residents of Alberta who are so un- 
fortunate as to be out of work do not take 
kindly to the idea: that the provincial Govern- 
ment should tell them what kinds food they 
may eat, and how many pounds, ounces or 
grains of cach kind they may eat in the course 
of a day. A threatened province-wide strike 
of relief men is all the evidence needed on that 
score, directed as it is against the enforcement 
of the dietary schedule drawn up by the ade 
visory committee, 

It may be that the calorie content is the 


right standard by which human food  sliould 
be selected. It may be that the schedule drawn 
up by the committee is the last word in stientific 
calculation as to how many calories each person 
requires per diem. It may be that we should 
all be in better health if we were fed on rations, 


and on the particular scale of rations pre- : 


scribed for the unemployed. 

The fact remains that the unemployed do 
not want to be fed in that way, and are pro- 
testing vigorously against the proposition. The 
other fact is also obvious that those who are 
employed would protest just as vigorously if 
they were subjected to the same official pre- 
scription of what they could have for dinner. 

That sort of thing may go in Russia, where 
the individual has no liberties anyway, where 
if he protested he might be shot, and where in 
the general scarcity he is probably glad to get 
anything at all to eat. It just will not do in 
Canada, where every person who has not been 
sent to jail for a crime insists upon his right 
to eat what he wants to, within the buying 
limits of his income. 

Alberta’s unemployed are neither subjects 
of Stalin nor inmates of a prison. They are 
entitled to the privilege of selecting the kinds 
of food they prefer and of eating as much as 
they like, so long as their tastes do not run be- 
yond reason in the matter of cost. If Govern- 
ment insists on keeping them on the “dole,” in- 
stead of providing wage work for them, that is 
not their fault, and they should not be starved 
into submission to the dietary ideas of official- 
dom.

The Passing Show

American statesmen sleeping with one eye 
open on the Pacific where Japan is building 
up a great navy for the time when she will May 
claim to the Phillipines and the Hawaiian 
Islands, can’t get much comfort from reading 
the history of U.S. efforts to open the island 
kingdom to the trade of the 
world. Nor for that matter 
can British industrialists and 
parliamentarians, perplexed 
by Japanese invasion of Lan- 
cashire with cheap cottons, 
do other than wish that the 
Kingdom of Nippon had 
been left alone to its cherry 
blossoms and_ chrysanthe- 
mums, its high-born samurai 
whose code would not allow 
them to meet adversaries save

with the broadsword, its geisha girls and 
mediaeval contentment. 
The western world roused a_ sleeping 


wolverine when it stirred old-world Japan out 
of its slumbers. 
* 


I've been reading of late from various 
sources about the beginning of modern arms 
in Japan—of how the Dutch who landed on the 
islands in 1540 were given singular welcome 
though requested to stay at a safe distance on 
an island off the coast. They were curious— 
perhaps affrighted—by the blunderbusses of the 
Dutch. 

Then came Sailor Bill Adams—not he who 
won the Battle of Waterloo, but an Elizabethan 
seadog who for three centuries has been hon- 
ored each year as a national seadog. Adams, 
master and pilot, in the spring of 1598 sailed 
from Kent on the Charity, one of five ships 
to enter the Pacific, where they were blown off 
their course and came to grief. Adams’ vessel, 
the Charity, reached the island of Kiushiu 
where Adams was clapped into prison as an 
intruder. But Tokugawa Shogun—a_ direct 
ancestor of Hon. Iyemasa Tokugawa, the present 
ambassador of Japan at Ottawa, realized that 
Adams, one of Queen Elizabeth's pilots, would 
be invaluable in the formation of a Japanese 
Navy. 

Thereafter, for the twenty years till his 
death, Adams acted as instructor in gunnery, 
mathematics, geography and seamanship to the 
Japanese naval students. 

In a way that the Japanese have, they 
reconciled him to never seeing his wife and 
three children again. He was given a Japanese 
princess as a bride, and heaped with honors. 
He was buried in a noble tomb on a hilltop, 
where each year prayers are recited to his 
memory, incense burned and a poem in his 
honor by the poet Gonnoske Komai is read. 

At Gillingham in Kent where he was born, 
300 years ago last May 11, a memorial clock 
tower to Adams has been erected. It was un- 
veiled by the Japanese ambassador in the com- 
pany of Vice Admiral Matshushita and 20 
Japanese officers who had come from the 
Mediterranean for the ceremony. 


Sailor Bill Adams knew only the sloops and 
frigates of his day, and Japan knew nothing 
of modern navies till “four black ships of evil 
mien” anchored off Tokyo in 1853 and Com- 
modore Perry, U.S.N., announced that he had 
come to obtain a commercial treaty. The 
Commodore was a good showman. He made his 
landing escorted by a brass band and a body- 
guard of four tall negroes who towered a foot 
and a half above the islanders who fled to their 
temples to pray for deliverance. Perry's gifts 
of firearms, a toy railway, telegraph instru- 
ments, books, champagne and several barrels 
of Bourbon whiskey helped to disarm the fears 
of the Japanese. A year later Perry returned, 
and under the guns of his ships the treaty was 
made 

Not till 1867 did Japan embrace relations 
with the outside world, after a conflict between 
the feudal Shogun and the progressives who 
restored the Emperor to power as a sign of 
progress. On the day the change was made 
the American consul-general, a highly pre- 
scient man wrote in his diary: 

“Half past two p.m.: Today I hoist the 
first consular flag ever seen in this empire. 
Grave reflections. Ominous of change. Un- 
doubtedly the beginning of the end. Query, 
if for the real good of Japan.” 

Later on he wrote: 

“I had hoped that the page of future 
history might record the great fact that in 
one spot in the Eastern World the advent of 
Christian civilization did not bring with it 
its usual attendants of rapine and blood- 
shed: this fond hope, I fear, is to be dis- 
appointed 

“I would sooner see all the treaties with 
this country torn up, and Japan returned 
to its old state of isolation, than witness the 


+ horrors of war inflicted upon this peaceful 


people and this happy land.” 

Townshend Harris must have felt with sad- 
ness his vindication as a prophet when in 1904 
Japan startled the world with her destruction 
of Admiral Rojestvensky's fleet in the Sea of 
Japan and the great victories of her armies 
over the Russians at Port Arthur. How much 
more sadly would he have witnessed the spec- 
tacle in the Great War of the flower kingdom 
of 1853, belching out smoke as Japanese fac- 
tories turned out arms and ammunition for 
westerners in Europe to slay each other, And 
with what greater sadness would he regard 
himself as a true prophet now, were he to see 
Tokyo in gas masks practicing for the next war 
in the air, while the Japan Steel Works, in 


which international armament makers hold 
shares turn out battleships, submarines, gun 
' barrels, torpedo tubes, man-guided torpedoes 


in which the driver becomes a human sacrifice 
as he hits his mark, while Japan fortifies the 
Marshalls and the Carolines, and Japanese 
naval-writers write stories of a coming war 
with United States in 1935, illustrated with 
pictures of the capture of Hawaii and the 
destruction of American fleets. 

With his customary wisdom, the first thing 
John Bull does when he has a surplus is cut 
sixpence off the income tax. This convinces the 
rank and file of Britishers that they have not 
been forgotten. The Old Country taxpayers 
have been wonderful in their response to heavy 
demands, and this cut in the rate shows that the 
sacrifice has been noted and appreciated.—

Do Foods Cure? 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


There have been many attempts to classify 
foods into their disease-curing properties. In 
fact, I have seen Many lists of foods that re- 
sembled a medical pharmacopeia, but I have 
found that the belief in specific curative foods 
is largely one of superstition. Foods are only 
“curative” when they supply 
deficiencies in the diet. 

I frequently use the orange 
juice fast in diseases where 
there is a condition of 
acidosis; that is, a lessened 
alkalinity of the blood, be- 
cause I have found in my 
private practice that no other 
meth will increase the 
alkalMity of the blood as 
rapidly and, at the same time, 
permit the unhampered elim- 
ination of poisons. 

The reason that we do not consider starva-

and water as medicines, is because of the ob- 
vious cause and effect. Yet, food would un- 
doubtedly help a starving man more than all 
the medicine in the world. There is no doubt 
that many diseases are caused directly by a 
lack of certain elements in the food just as 
other diseases are caused or at least prepared 
for by the overeating of rich foods. 

Scurvy was the plague of the middle ages. 
Every boat going on a long trip or every large 
military encampment was likely to suffer its 
quota of victims. Now, we know this disease is 
directly due to a lack of vitamin C which is 
so abundant in the citrus fruits. In this sense 
only may food be regarded as a medicine. 

Fortunately, because of the abundant supply 
of food at the disposal of civilization, scurvy 
is rare among adults, but it is all too frequently 
found among babies, particularly those who 
are fed exclusively on those prepared baby 
foods, or pasteurized milk, from which vitamin 
C is absent. 

The citrus fruits are possibly the most valu- 
able foods to use at the start of the treatment 
of most disorders; however, the green leafy 
vegetables are of great value at a later stage 
of the treatment, as they furnish bulk which 
aids in elimination, and greatly assists in re- 
training the intestines to move daily.

QUESTION—M. J. K. writes: “I would be 
very much obliged if you would tell me of 
a cure and give me a diet for a skin affection 
known as lichen planus.” 
ANSWER—tLichen planus is a skin disease 
caused by algae or fungi, producing an inflam- 


mation of the skin with wide, flat papules, often 
very persistent and occurring in definite patches. 
Strong local treatments with the ultra violet 
or actinic light will often clear up this trouble. 
The area should be painted with mercuro- 
chrome after taking the light treatment. I 
would also advise that you use a cleansing diet 
in order to increase the resistance of the body 
against the infection. Such a diet will be mailed 
direct upon receipt of a large, self-addressed, 
stamped envelope. 

QUESTION—D. A. asks: “Will you please 
tell me what foods, if any, contain iodine?” 

ANSWER—The following foods contain the 
largest amount of iodine; asparagus, pineapple, 
cabbage, kelp, kidney beans, mushrooms, car- 
rots, strawberries, shrimp and other shellfish. 

QUESTION—K. L. asks: “Will you be so 
kind as to tell me what an exotosis is, what 
causes it, and if removed will it later cause 
more trouble?” 

ANSWER—An exotosis means an abnormal 
growth of Bone. It may form around a broken 
bone or on a bone which is subjected to con- 
stant ‘rritation. It is impossible for me to give 
you any more information without knowing 
more about the particular case. 

QUESTION—“Inquirer,” writes: “I would 
like to know if chest-sounding is a positive test 
for finding out the condition of the lungs.” 

ANSWER—Percussion of the chest is a 
method which is valuable in the hands of a 
skilled diagnostician. The best method of chest 
examination is with the fluoroscope and by 
means of the X-ray pictures. 

QUESTION—“You seldom include sweet 
potatoes in your menus, and I would like to 
know something about them.” 

* ANSWER—When sweet potatoes are prop- 
erly prepared by roasting or boiling they may 
be used as the starch part of a meal in com- 


bination with the non-starchy vegetables such 


as spinach, string beans, asparagus, small car- 
rots, ete,
